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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to response filed on July 06, 2004. Original application 
contained Claims 1-38. Applicant previously cancelled Claims 7, 26, and 35. Applicant 
previously amended claims 1, 3, 14, 33, and 36. Applicant currently cancelled claims 36, and 37, 
and currently amended claim 33. The amendment filed have been entered and made of record. 
Therefore, presently claims 1-6, 8-25, 27-28, 33-34, and 38 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6, 8-13, 14-25, 27-28, and 29-32 are allowed. 

2. Claim 38 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 38 recites the limitation "the recipient" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim.

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Response to Arguments 
Regarding independent claim 33 applicant's arguments and amendments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive because of the following reasons: 

In previous office action examiner objected dependent claims 37, and 38 to further 
narrow the scope of independent claim. In response applicant cancelled claims 36, and 37, and 
amended claim 33 to include the limitation of claim 36, and 37, while claim 38 still stand as a 
claim objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. 

As a result, cited prior art does implement and teaches a system and method for players to host 
and join new instances of multiplayer online electronic games as broadly recited in claim 33. 
Therefore, the examiner asserts that cited prior art do teach or suggest the subject matter broadly 
recited in independent and dependent claims. Accordingly, rejections for Claims 33, and 34 are 
respectfully maintained.
